ace MEN SHOT 
$300 STOLEN IN 
HOLDUP OF BANK 


Airplane Aids St. Joe, Ark., 
Posse in Pursuit of Rob- 
bers, Who Escaped After 
a Revolver Fight. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

ST. JOE, Ark., Oct. 24.—The St. 
Joe Bank was held up and robbed 
this morning at 10 o’clock by four 
men in an automobile. W. L. Hen- 
ley, a merchant; Harry Nunally, a 
mechanic, and Albert Arnold, 
Postmaster, who interrupted the 
robbers, were wounded, Henley 
seriously. The robbers escaped to- 
ward Harrison, with a p osse_ in 
pursuit. 

An airplane from Marshall was 
sent for to help in the hunt for the 
robbers, who abandoned«their car 
a mile west of St. Joe and headed 
into the timber. Only $300 was 
taken, as a time lock prevented 
the opening of the vault at the 
hour of the robbery. 

Lee Sitton and Troy Love, no- 
torious outlaws, were said to have 
been recognized among the robbers. 

The robbers got the car in which 
they came into St. Joe by holding 
up D. W. Smith, a merchant, who 
was squirrel hunting three miles 
west of here. They took Smith's 
car and $400. 

Gov. Martineau was asked for a 
company cf militia to hunt the rob- 
bers. 

The robbers came into St. Joe 
shortly before 10 o’clock from the 
direction of Harrison. Dan Garey- 
son Jr. was in the bank and made 
no resistance to the holdup. When 
the robbers’ car started to leave 
town, the merchants on the main 
street opened fire, and the robbers 
returned it with shotguns. One of 
the robbers was reported to have 
been wounded. 

Smith, when held up, was made 
to take off all his clothing except 
an undershirt. Smith later made 
his way through brush a mile to 
a lime plant, where werkmen sup- 
plied him with clothes. 

Smith’s car, abandoned by the 
robbers, contained Smith’s clothes 
when it was found. 

Harrison physicians, called here, 
expressed hope for recovery of 
Henley. One eye was shot out; the 
other badly injured.

Found Guilty at Vinita, 
Ok., on Charge of Aid- 
ing Men to Escape Trial. 


JUSTICE. OF PEACE 
GIVEN PRISON TERM 


Attorney Is Third Accused 
of Collusion in Releasing 
Three Who Were Held 
for Auto Theft. 


By the Associated Press. 
VINITA, Ok.,- Oct. 24.—O. P. 


McGhee, former County Judge, 
was found guilty yesterday of aid- 
ing criminals to escape arrest and 
prosecution. The jury left the de- 
gree of punishment with the Court. 

McGhee was charged specifically 


with permitting Herman Barker 
and E. A. Inman to evade prosecu- 
tion on a charge of having stolen 
an automobile from J. Howard, 
Fairfax, Ok., farmer. The two men 
were arrested in Fort Scott, Kan. 

The conviction of McGhee was 
the second in connection with the 
releasing of the two men. Jeff 
Sexton, Ketchum Justice of the 
Peace, was sentenced to a year in 
the penitentiary for the offense. 
Charges still are pending against 
Frank R. Burns, a lawyer. 

‘How They Were Released. 

* The three men were accused of 
obtaining a warrant on a burglary 
charge in connection with the rob- 
bery of a Ketchum bank and with 
it obtaining release of the pris- 
oners to Oklahoma officers. When 
the men had been returned to Ok- 
lahoma, they were released with- 
out coming to trial. 

Outstanding testimony at the 
trial was given by G. H. Newton 
of McAlester, Ok., who said Mc- 
Ghee had told him in a Memphis, 
Tenn., hotel that “these boys have 
made me rich” and that McGhee 
would “fight to the last ditch” ef- 


forts to return Barker to McAles- | 


ter to face a charge of robbing 
Newton’s jewelry store. Barker 
was held at Memphis for the rob- 
bery in which $18,000 worth of 
jewelry was taken. 

McGhee persuaded Newton, the 
witness said, not to push the 
charges and promised to obtain 
the jewelry for Newton. Newton 
returned to McAlester, with of- 
ficers, -but without Barker. 

Offered Land Worth $15,000. 

Later, Newton testified, he saw 
McGhee at Miami and McGhee told 
him that he could not find the dia- 
monds, but offered $15,000 worth 
of land. 

Lester Sloan, assistant Post- 
master at Ketchum, testified he 
was induced to sign a warrant for 
Inman by a promise that Liberty 
bonds, belonging to him, which had 
been taken in the Ketchum bank 
robbery would be returned to him. 

Barker killed himself recently 
when: trapped by detectives at 
Wichita, Kan., after a ban:: rob- 
bery there. 


EARTHQUAKE SHAKES TOWN 
IN ALASKA; LITTLE DAMAGE 


Seismographs in St. Louis and at 
Other Points Record Heavy 
Shoek in Southwest.

. JUNEAU, Alaska, Oct. 24.—A 
severe earthquake shook Juneau 
at 7 a. m. today. The tremors 
lasted 30 seconds. The north and 
south movement awakened many 
persons who were asleep. Sitka, 
near here, reported two heavy 
temblors had been felt there, one 
at 6:59 a. m. and the other five 
minutes later. 

Following the 30-second quake, 
three shocks of a few seconds dura- 
tion were felt. Many residents 
rushed from their beds into the 
streets. Dishes rattled, drop 
lights swung and clocks stopped.

—An earthquake shock of two 
minutes’ duration shook Peters- 
burg at 6:51 a. m. today, breaking 
several windows.

HOW MR. COOLIDGE 
DICTATES LETTERS 
TO STENOGRAPHER 


Quietly and Slowly, No Hair- 
Tearing, Says Woman Typist 
at White House. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Mrs. 


‘rnice Ponton, White House sten- 
ographer, likes President Coolidge 
better than any boss she has ever 
had. Officially she is secretary to 
J. Stuart Crawford, one of the 
secretaries to the President, but 
actually she gives most of her time 
to helping Erwin Geisser, personal 
stenographer to the President, and 
she is the only woman to whom Mr. 
CoolHdge dictates letters, 

For one thing, she says, Mr. 
Coolidge does not walk around 
tearing his hair while dictating. 
He sits quietly in an arm chair, 
usually with Rob Roy, the collie, 
at his feet. Sometimes he will sit 
for five minutes without saying a 
word, organizing his thoughts. 
When he begins a sentence ‘he 
continues it to the end, seldom 
changing his mind about its con- 
struction and never fumbling for 
a word. If he has a fault, from a 
stenographer’s point of view, it lies 
in his extensive vocabulary, and 
sometimes Mrs. Ponton must re- 
sort to the dictionary. 

His letters usually are brief and 
his style terse. Much of his rou- 
tine mail, of course, he just 
glances at, jots a note at the top 
and his secretaries do the rest. 

Incidentally, Mrs. Ponton says 
Mrs. Coolidge never dictates. She 
jots down her letters in longhand 
and her secretaries type them, 


MEDAL AND-$4500 A YEAR PAY 
TO BE URGED FOR LINDBERGH 


Two Congressmen Reported Be- 
hind Plan for Early Action 
by Congress. 

A movement is on foot to make 
the first order of business, when 
Congress convenes in December, 
the award of a congressional medal 
for valor to Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh for his Paris flight, and to 
provide him with pay of $4500 
a year for life as a retired army 
officer.

Assailed as Inadequate at 


National Convention — 
Revision Urged. 


SENATOR GEORGE 
PROPOSES TAX CUT 


Also Advocates Repeal of 
Inheritance Levy and of 
Remaining War-Time Ex- 
cise Duties.

HOUSTON, Tex., Oct. 24,—Tax 
revision, legislation and cducational 
campaigns featured discussions to- 
day at the opening of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association conven- 
tion. 

Responsibility for the bank fail- 
ures of the deflation period was 
charged directly to systems ‘used 
by the various State banking de- 
partments and the Comptroller of 
the Currency by Dan V. Stephens, 
president of the Fremont State 
Bank, Fremont, Neb. 

The business of the country now 
is being conducted by about 4009 
less banks than existed seven 
years ago when the deflation start- 
ed, he asserted, and no doubt 
could be conducted with 4000 less 
banks than are now operating. 

Primary Cause of Failures. 

“In other words,” said Steph- 

ens, ‘“‘the first and primary cause 


of bank failures is the excessive | 


number of banks created by the 
various State banking departments 
and the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury, 

“The second cause may be it- 
tributed to the inefficiency of 
bank supervision by banking dJe- 
partments. This is not a criticism 
of officials now conducting 
various banking departments of 
the country nor of the Comptroller 
of the Currency. but itis a criti- 
cism of the system which they em- 
ploy and which has been employed 
for many years in the conduct of 
their business. 

“Remove the two causes, first 
by limiting the number of banks, 
and second, by adequately super- 
vising those that are created and 
bank failures will disappear. 

“The remedy for the first cause 
lies in the mere voluntary act of 
the various banking departments 
in restricting charters to the ac- 
tual needs.” 

Ineffective. Examinations, 

He declared that the Federal and 
state system of bank examination 
was ineffective, “ue in part to lack 
of permanent assignment of ex- 
aminers which he found resulted 
in “long range findings.” He sug- 
gested adapting the bankng de- 
partments of the various states and 
the ‘tomptroll2r of the Currency to 
the credit clearing house idea. 

An address condemning ‘archaic 
court decisions affecting check col- 
lections,” and urging adequate 
legislation to protect banks in out- 
of-town items, was made before 
the state bank division by O. How- 


ard Wolfe, cashier of the Phila- / 


delphia-Girard National Bank. 

“In discussing this problem,” 
said Wolfe, “we must bear in mind 
that unless a bank failure is in- 
volved, all such discussions as to 
negligence, responsibilities and 
obligations are purely academic. 
Lacking definite laws on the sub- 
ject, the courts have always de- 
cided these questions on common 
law, and the law governing the re- 
lationship between principal and 
agent.” 

Wolfe assured the bankers of his 
belief that differences of opinion 
on legislation along these _ lines 
could easily be worked out and pre- 
sented to the various Legislatures 
in concrete form, 

W. E. Albig, deputy manager of 
the association, found that educa- 
tion of children and the manage- 
ment of income through school sav- 
ings has become a necessary part 
of schooling. He gave shortened 
hours of labor, high wages and 
sales pressure as reasons for the 
necessity of educational campaigns 
to teach thrift and Income manage- 
ment. 

Hugh H. Saxon of Chicago char- 
acterized the trend of depositors to 
demand long-time securities instead 
of short-time paper as one of the 
chief problems of state banks. He 
declared this was a challenge “to 
our sources of information and our 
intelligence,” if proper credit judg- 
ment was exercised. 

Tinking County Credit Bureaus.

MANY INJURED IN BUDAPEST 
RIOTING OVER JEW’S DRAMA 


Actors Proceed With “High Lady, 
or Maria Theresa” Despite 
Anti-Semitic Outbreaks. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUDAPEST, Oct. 24.—Many po- 
licemen and anti-Semite demon- 
strators were injured at the last 
two performances of the historica! 
drama, “High Lady, or Maria The- 
resa.” at the National Theater. At 
last night's performance a medical 
student was clubbed on the head 
and lost two fingers by a sword 
slash. 

Despite missiles thrown at the 
stage, the actors maintained their 
composure. The audience, which 
included Cabinet Ministers, _re- 
mained seated. The demonstrators 
were ejected and arrested. Two 
hundred of them were held. 

The drama was written by a He- 
brew dramatist, Desider Szomory, 
who deserted from the Hungarian 
army and lived in exile in Paris 
for 16 years. He was pardoned by 
Emperor Francis Joseph. and in 
dedicated the drama to 
the Emperor, who accepted it. 

The riots were renewed today 
when university students maltreat- 
ed many Jews, tearing the clothes 
from their backs, forcing them to 
show their credentials and then 
expelling them from the univer- 
sity building.

Woman Flyer Tells of Attempt to Save Piane After 
Their Resaie at Sea by Steaine:'s Crew. 


By RUTH ELDER, 
Fifth Installment, 
(Copyright, 1927.) 

STEAMER ELMA, Oct. 23 (By 
wireless).—I do not believe that I 
will ever be able to convey to any- 
one, the thoughts which went 
through my mind in the next 30 
minutes while we were in the 
water and before we were taken 
aboard the’ Barendrecht. We had 
placed a rubber cover over the 
filler cap of the main gas line tank 
and because it was empty we did 
not believe our plane would ride 
very low in the waves. We found 
out differently, for in the next 
instant a huge wave had completely 
submerged us, Water rushed in the 
front windows and through the 
hole which I had cut in the fuse- 
lage. I dived through the hole 
and out from under the wing as 
I saw George scramble from under 
the controls and attempt to open 
the cabin door. 

I was afraid the wing would pin 
him under the water. But the 
next moment I saw him grasp the 
trailing edge of the wing, then he 
came up. We pulled ourselves 
along the side of the fuselage until 
we had reached the tail and an- 
other big wave so that we were 
unable to climb on top of the fusel- 
age. We crawled forward and held 
on to the generator part of our 
earth inductor compass. We now 
had an opportunity to look around. 
For the first time we realized in 
what an angry sea we were. 

Washed Away From Steamer. 


As we rose to the top of each 
swell we would catch a glimpse of 
the Barendrecht and, we could 
plainly see that we were being 
swept away. While we had landed 
only a hundred feet or so from her 
side it now seemed we were almo 
a quarter of a mile away. After 
we had landed two belts had been 
thrown out in our direction, but 
they were -quickly washed away 
rom us. 

For a time I was very much wor- 

ried because George did not have 
on his life suit. 
The frightful way in which the 
sea smashed the ‘“‘American Girl’ 
about showed us what little chance 
we would have had if we had not 
sighted a steamer. I got the next 
big thrill of the trip when we were 
attracted by the shouts of voices 
to our rear. 


We looked back and saw a life- 
boat several hundred feet away, 
manneé by five seamen who tugged 
frantically at the oars. It seemed 
ages before they were able to come 
any closer, as we would go over 
the tip of a big wave we could look 
down on them seemingly 50 feet be- 
low us and in the next minute they 
would be high above us. The of- 
ficer standing in the bow of the 
boat was holding a large coil of 
small rope. 
George Grabs Rope. 

When the boat was7 within 
some 30 feet of us he threw ihe 
rope in our direction but it fell 
short. After several trials the rope 
came high over our heads and 
landed between us. George grabbed 
the rope and fastened it around 
my waist while I implored him 


re go firsi, for I had on my life 
suit. . 

But, always the gentleman, he 
would not cunsent and his request 
that I hold on the plane_since he 
was all right was more of a-comi- 
mand. Then I was pulled off the 
plane by the officer of the lifcboat 
and towed to safety. I lookel back 
anxiously at George and he waved 
reassuringly to. me. After I was 
hauled aboard the life boat the of- 
ficer had to make several attempts 
again to throw the rope to George, 
and he was finally able to catch it. 
The captain was anxiously inquir- 
ing of us in broken English if we 
were the only two aboard. 

I do not suppose that it actual- 
Iy took long before we were 
alongside the Barendrecht, but to 
me it seemed a year. Men on 
deck above us threw down ropes 
and we tied them around our 
waists. <As the lifeboat reached 
the top of a high sweel and we 
were bumped up against the side 
of the ship I was able to grab hold 
of a rope ladder which hung over 
the side and climb aboard. 

George was pulled up very 
shortly and I saw that he was 
all right. We looked around for 
the dear old American Girl. By 
this time it had floated almost 
half a mile away and we could 
only see it, as it would ride over 
the top of a high wave. We met 


could be done and if it were pos- 
sible to save our plane. He as- 
sured us that he would do every- 
thing possible to save the plane. 


Plane Battered to Pieces. 


Then the Barendrecht was head- 
ed in the direction of the plane. 
After we had pulled alongside two 
men jumped on the wing and suc- 
ceeded in placing heavy ropes 
about the struts. 

‘While every effort was 
made tO pull it aboard, it was 
battering itself to pieces. The 
heavy waves had torn most of the 
linen in the fuselage and. the 
wings were being ripped to shreds. 
I went inside the cabin while 
George remained on deck directing 
the men how and where to place 
the ropes on the fusclage so that 
it could be hauled aboard. I went 
in and lay down on a bunk in the 
captain’s cabin. Some short while 
afterwards George came in with 
the captain. 

Explosion Wrecks Plane. 

The look on George’s face told 
me plainly things had not gone 
well. Capt. Goos explained to me 
that after the ropes had been 
placed around the motor and they 
were trying to pull it out of the 
water a big wave dashed it against 
the side of the ship, jamming the 
motor back into the gas tank and 
causing it to explode and set fire 
to the plane and to the gasoline. 

The flames leaped nigh over thé 
side of the Barendrecht and my 
beautiful American Girl soon went. 
down out of sight. They were 
forced to cast off to prevent dis- 
aster to the Barendrecht. Capt. 
Goos was very apologetie at their 
failure to get the plane aboard, 
but we knew they had done every- 
thing in their power.

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NEW RAILROAD SAFETY RECORD 


Only Two Passengers, Out of Mil- 
lions, Killed in Six Months. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—A new 
safety record for railroads, made 
during the first six months of 1927, 
is announced by the American 
Railway Association. During the 
six-month period only two passen- 
gers were killed in train accidents, 
which compares with 22 fatalities 
in the same field during the first 
half of 1926; 52 in the six months 
of 1925, and 23 in 1924. Millions 
of passengers are transported 
monthly. 

Accident injuries during the first 
half of 1927, however, failed to 
set so good a record. The associa- 
tion fixed the number of passen- 
gers injufed at 776, which com- 
pares with 656 injured during the 
same period in 1926, and 758 dur-

Nine pickets were arrested 
taken to jail at Trinidad. 

Strikers from Walsenburg joined 
pickets from the Aguilar and Trini- 
dad districts in making a surprise 
advance on the Berwind Canyon 
section. Pickets watched all. roads 
and induced many, miners not to 
go to work. Preceding the picket- 
ing a meeting was held at the 
monument at Ludlow, where sev- 
eral strikers lost their lives in the 
1914 coal strike. 

Because of the activity of the 
pickets, only 67 men were at work 
at the three Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Co. coal mines in Berwind 
Canyon, as against 375 working 
Saturday. 

Guards Stop Pickets. 

Four independent minés were 
forced to cease operations in the 
Same section. A check of all of 
the C. F. & I. mines in Las Animas 
County showed only 658. men work- 
ing, compared with 911 Saturday. 

One small band of pickets was 
active in the Walsenburg district 
this morning. Seven men and 
eight women went to the Walsen 
mine, but were stopped by the 
guards. Two mines in the district 
which did not operate Saturday— 
the Lester mine of the C. F. & I. 
and the Cameron mine—resumed 
operations today with a small force 
of men. 

Additional guards have'been sent 
from the Pueblo Steel Mills to the 
C. F. & I. mines in the Walsenburg 
district. They are armed with 
guns and in addition carry —pick- 
handles. 

Mine Forces Reduced. . 

I, W. W. officials predicted that 
by the end of the week there would 
not be a mine operating in the 
Southern Colorado coal fields. 

The strike reached the Routt 
County coal fields this morning. 
The Moffat Coal Co. mine at Oak 
Creek reported that only about half 
of the men came to work this 
morning and only a handful of 
men appeared at the Victor Amer- 
ican mige at Oak Creek. More than 
a dozen other mines in the county 
were still unaffected. 

The Northern Colorado lignite 
fields were still paralyzed by the 
strike. 


PROJECTILE SHOT FROM SHIP 
LANDS IN SAN FRANCISCO 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 24.—A 
24-pound steel projectile which was 
shot from the deck of the wrecked 
freighter Coos Bay yesterday went 
wild when the line to which it had 
been attached broke. ;

NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—Benny 
Marinelli, who rose from a New- 
ark factory hand to be one of the 
country’s well-known jockeys, com- 
mitted suicide by gas yesterday in 
a rooming house in Jamaica, L. I. 
He was 28 and was separated 
from his wife. ‘ 

The body was found by a friend 
whose room he was occupying, and 
whom he had asked to pass the 
night at a Turkish bath. Three gas 
jets were Spen and a rubber tube 
lay beside Marinelli’s head, Be- 
side the body lay a note, in which 
the jockey had written that he did 
not want his wife to come near 
> him. 

Marinelli, although a brilliant 
rider when he wanted to be, was 
held largely responsible for the 
jam that brought about the fall of 
several horses, in which Earl 
Sande barely escaped with his life 
three years ago at the Saratoga 
course.

Minneapolis Director Ar- 
rives and Conducts First 
Rehearsal of Symphony

A figure of commanding height 
and military mold; an animated 
countenance, a bristling red mus- 
tache, piercing eyes behind tor- 
toise-shell glasses; a high, broad 
brow surmounted by a growth of 
wavy, sandy hair. 

That is the man the members 
of the St. Louis Symphony Orch- 


estra saw this morning, as Emil’ § 
i 
Oberhoffer, 


the first of the five 
guest conductors for this year, took 
his place at the director’s desk for 
his first rehearsal. 

He arrived in St. Louis yesterday 
from his home near Minneapolis, 
where for 19 years he was direc- 
tor of the Minneapolis Symphony 


Orchestra. Before him and the 
members of the orchestra lay 10 
rehearsals in preparation for- his 
four weeks of work here, in which 
he makes his first appearance at 
the concert at the Odeon Nov. 4. 
Likes Work of Guest Conductor. 

“It is an interesting business, 
this work of conducting as a guest 
director,” he said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at the Coronado Ho- 
tel, “and much different from the 
work of handling an orchestra year 
after year.’’ 

“The director who has the same 
orchestra for a long time becomes 
knowg to his musicians, who. in- 
terpret every slightest gesture and 
glance. The orchestra, in a way, 
becomes much like a well-drilled 
football team with its signals and 
its stock of plays in which every 
player knows his duties. 

“But the man who takes up the 
baton in an orchestra new to him 
has a new task on his hands. In 


desk and looks about at his musi- 
cians he must project his person- 
ality into every one of them. By 
the very glance.of his eye, by his 
posture, even, he must throw him- 
self into the orchestra, must make 
every man feel himself as a part 
of a single instrumcnt, the orches- 
tra, upon which the conductor is 
to play. 
Brimful of Personality. 

“If he can do that, he plays the 
orchestra. If he cannot, the or- 
chestra plays him. It is a stimu- 
lating work, with new experiences 
for every concert.” 

Even as he talks informally, Ob- 
erhoffer is brimful of personality. 
There is conscious force in his 
closely clipped pronunciation, only 
faintly suggestive of German 
origin, in his quick, decisive ges- 
tures, his ready smile, his unaf- 
fected use of slang when the 
thought requires it. 

He is 60 years old, but his fig- 
ure, his eyes, his manner of speech 
are those of a much younger man 
and there is only a trace of gray 
in his hair. And for that, too, 
there is an explanation. : 

“The public,” he said, “demands 
much of its conductors. It expects 
that they be always at the white 
heat of passion and when they de- 
cline, when their work loses the 
ardor of youth, it says of them that 
they are failing. » A conductor must 
be youthful, of mind, at least.”

Denies Being Worn out. | 

“I may look fresher and in bet- | 
ter health now tHan I did some | 
other places en route, but you 
must remember I’ve been flying |

SUIT FILED IN EFFORT 
TO OUST MAYOR DUVALL 


Quo Warranto Proceedings Filed 
Against Indianapolis. Execu- 
tive by Group of Lawyers.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 24.— 
Quo warranto proceedings to bring 
about removal of John L. Duvall 
as Mayor of Indianapolis were 
filed in the Marion County Circuit 
Court today. 


The suit was filed after Mayor 
Duvall had declined to resign from 
the office he has held since Janu- 
a 1926. The action was brought 
by a group of attorneys who have 
contended that Duvall is ineligible 
to continue in office as a result of 
the jury’s verdict in Criminal Court 
when he was found guilty of hav- 
_ violated the corrupt practices 
act. 

In addition to placing Duvall’s 
punishment at 30 days’ imprison- 
ment and a $1000 fine, the jury 
ruled that he be disbarred from 
holding public office for four 
years from Nov. 2, 1925—the date 
of the alleged violation of the law. 
Under that finding, the attorneys 
held, Duvall never has legally been 
Mayor of Indjanapolis. Solon Cart- 
er, formerly City Judge, filed the 
suit. , 

Prior to taking the matter into 
court, Carter and Joseph Hogue, 
Cit, Controller under the preceding 
city administration, called. on 
Mayor Duvall and formally de- 
manded that he resign.

Plans for the enlargement of 
Lambert-St. Louis Field on such 
a scale that, hesides furnishing the 
city with an airport of the first 
rank, it would also form the nu- 
cleus of a new industrial district, 
have been prepared after several 
months of study by Maj. Albert 


Bond Lambert, veteran airman for 
whom the field is named. 

Printed digests of the plan and 
a diagram of the proposed 
drome are being malled out hy 
Major Lambert this week, at his 
own expense, to civic and business 
leaders in St. Louis as well as the 
Army, Navy and Department of 
Commerce heads in Washington, 
the Guggenheim Fund for the 
Promotion of Aeronautics and the 
Chambers of Commerce through- 
out the country. 

The project, which would more 
than treble the present area cf 
the field, would cost about §1,200,- 
000, Major Lambert estimates, and 
would put the city in possession 
of land which would be worth 
more than that amount within 
the next 10 years. 

Commission Favors Extension. 

The Municipal Airport Plan and

WELCOMED 10 MEXICO 


Morrow Declines to Discuss 
Future Plans or 
Policies.

MEXICO CITY. t. 24.—- Dwight 


W. Morrow, the new * United States 
Ambassador to Mexico, arrived 
here last night. The trip, made 
in a special car provided by the 
Mexican Foreign Office and at- 
tached to the regular train from 
Nuevo Laredo, was uneventful. 

A large crowd of Americans was 
at the station and applauded his 
arrival,

Morrow and his party were &c- 
corted by the Ambassador's staff 
to the Ambassador's residence. 
Within a day or two he will call 
on acting Foreign Minister Estrada 
and after that arrange a formal in- 
terview with President Calles. 

Manuel Tellez, Mexican Ambas- 
sador to the United States who is 
visiting here, welcomed Morrow to 
Mexico. 

At Monterey, Gov. Aaron Saenz 
of the State of Nuevo Leon, who 
formerly was Foreign Minister, 
greeted Morrow and sent @ mem- 
ber of his staff to accompany the 
Ambassador to Mexico City. 

“] feel profound satisfaction in 
the arrival of Mr. Morrow,” Am- 
bassador Tellez said in an inter- 
view. “I entertain the hope that 
through his understanding and in- 
telligence relations between the 
two countries will be more cordial 
in the future and that all matters 
now under consideration between 
the two Governments will be get- 
tled satisfactorily.”

Radcliffe, Smith, Vassar and Wel- 
lesley. These celebrated schools were all pioneers 
in the education of women, they are all approximate- 
ly the same age, and they all have the same general 
problems. | 

Of course, theré is no calculating the enormous 
value educationally and socially of these great insti- 
tutions. They are turning out every year graduates 
representing the highest type of American women, 
and the large number of alumnae have proved to be 
undoubtedly the most useful group of women we 
have, In nearly every public: or socially-minded 
organization graduates of the great women’s colleges 
are occupying positions of leadership. 

From the beginning women’s colleges have had a 
struggle to make ends meet. This was intensified 
by the deep prejudice against higher education for 
women which even now exists here and there. Bryn 
Mawr, Vassar and the rest fought bravely and have 
been potent factors in achieving for women the free- 
dom they enjoy today, not only educationally, but 
politically, morally, sartorially and every other way. 
But while we have come to value these institutions 
highly we do not support them. Philanthropists who 
leave large sums for educational purposes are in- 
clined to remember their own schools and, accord- 
ingly, schools like Harvard and Yale are heavily en- 
dowed while women's colleges continue to plug along

THE OWEN-DANUSER ALLIANCE. 

Another item in the long list of curious and ques- 
tionable acts on the part of the appointees of Gover- 
nor Baker is the beautiful alliance of those bosom 
friends, T. C. Owen, Warrensburg attorney, and C. M. 
Danuser, member of State Tax Commission. 

Usually it worked this way: Owen would write to 
a public utility asking to be retained as counsel be- 
fore the State Tax Commission, which originates all 
tax assessments, and suggesting the desirability of 
employing @ man acquainted with the commission 
and* skilled in practice before it. Sometimes the 
utility would then write Danuser asking him Owen's 
qualification. In other cases, the eager Danuser 
would without inquiry send letters to public utilities 
recommending Owen. 

These remarkable epistles classified Owen as a 
competent attorney and high-class citizen and a man 
especially fitted to represent the utility before the 
commission. They recounted his services as a mem- 
ber of the Warsaw school board. Sometimes they 
even mentioned the fact that Owen knows all the tax | 
commissioners and the Board of Equalization mem- 
bers as well. Truly a glowing report. 

Upon inquiry by the Post-Dispatch into the stand- 
ing of Owen it develops that this reputedly sterling 
citizen is under indictment in Benton County. He is 
charged with diverting money sent to him by a client, 
with obtaining money under false pretenses and with 
perjury. | 

Owen admits that the letter-writing scheme looks 
“sort of funny” and he promises not to do it any 
more. Danuser is likewise repentant, though he in- 
sists that he would not let his recommendation of 
Owen influence his judgment as a member of the 
Tax Commission. Governor Baker, as usual, has noth- 
ing to say, and in truth there is nothing he could: 
say except to promise to remove from the Tax Com- 
mission a man so insensible to the proprieties of his 
position. 

We presume, however, that Danuser and his boy 
friend will walk more circumspectly in the future. 
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MAJOR COGHLAN—PRINTER. 

The Post-Dispatch was five years old when Maj. 
Philip F. Coghlan went to work in its composing 
room. The Major was then a stripling of 50. For the 
44 years since that day, up to and including Satur- 
day, the Major has been on the job. He died Sunday 
morning. 

He was a good workman. He was a kindly man. 
He had a fine vein of humor; it ran in the family. 
Those whose memories go back to the nineties will re- 
call the verses—*‘Meinself und Gott’’—that con- 
vulsed the world. They spoofed the Kaiser, who at 
that juncture was strutting his struttiest. Admiral 
Coghlan, whose recitation of the lines gave the poem 
its fame, was a brother of the Major. Another 
brother was a Judge, still another a Congressman. 
Maj. Coghlan was a printer by choice as well as by 
profession. 

His fellow craftsmen honored him last August when 
the National Graphic Arts Exposition awarded him a 
gold medal as the oldest working printer in the Unit- 
ed States. But they had long honored him in some- 
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thing: finer than gold—in respect for his craftsman- 
ship, in personal esteem and affection. 

The Major stayed on the job, too, by choice. No 
old-age. pension for him. No retirement. “Work 
keeps me going,” he said. He was right. 
Ninety-four years of life. Seventy-nine years of 
gainful labor marked by industry, gentleness, loyalty. 
There’s a career worth while. Peace to the Major. 
He has earned it. 
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EDUCATION FOR FREEDOM. 

The city of Cleveland, which has demonstrated its 
love of experiment in the past by being one of the 
first big cities to adopt the city manager plan and 
by voting for La Follette for President, is giving the 
idea of education for citizenship a real test. It is 
trying to inculcate into its future electorate a respect 
for those spiritual and social qualities without which 
there can be no sound citizenship, and it has begun 
by starting a course in tolerance in its junior high 
school. By means of discussion and readings from 
the great exponents of tolerance, the pupil, it is 
hoped, will learn to respect the opinions and be- 
liefs of others. 

The experiment, we believe, is worthy of the most 
sincere commendation, but it should be considered 
only a beginning. Even after future citizens are 
taught to be tolerant, there remains another, though 
related, quality which education should try to give 
them. It should endeavor to inspire them with a 
love of liberty and a willingness to oppose all at- 
tempts to hedge it about and deny it. This is all 
the more essential nowadays, because the American 
is admittedly not so devoted to liberty as he used to 
be, and certainly not so interested in it as he ought 
to be. 

Why, then, should not Cleveland, now that she 
has begun to experiment along this line, try to teach 
her school children to love and defend their funda- 
mental rights? No elaborate equipment is necessary. 
A c°-3y of the Bill of Rights, the speeches and State 
papers of Jefferson and the political writings of Tom 
Paine would inspire a love of freedom in anybody. 


100-FOOTERS. 

Bottle-neck roads leading into our large cities are 
things of the past. We have mentioned Detroit’s 
Woodward avenue running for 12 miles at a width of 
100 feet. Now comes Chicago with plans for a mag- 
nificent 100-foot highway beginning eight miles north 
of the loop and running 23 miles south to the Indiana 
State line, where it will join the network of trans- 
continental highways. What a thing of beauty this 
road will be, passing through Lincoln, Jackson and 
Grant parks and skirting the shore of Lake Michi- 
gan! 

This modern Appian way, to cost $10,000,000, how- 
ever, is no mere Lucullian flourish. The 100-foot 
road will be a commonplace in a few years. We will 
look back with amazement upon the shortsighted- 
ness of building such narrow passageways as the 
Manchester, Lemay Ferry, Gravois, St. Charles and 
the slightly wider Olive Street road. Particularly will 
we marvel that Missouri's main transcontinental link, 
the St. Charles road, should have been only 18 ‘feet 
wide at the entrance to the metropolitan area. 

What we have done is to rebuild the old buggy 
and wagon roads and to make such meager allow- 
ances for automobile traffic that our main roads on 
Sundays and other times of heavy travel are filled 
with two long, creeping lines of cars ever confront- 
ing the danger of head-on collisions.

THE PLIGHT OF INDIANAPOLIS. 
From the Chicago News. 

PART from the general political situa- 

tion in Indiana and the need of a thor- 
oughgoing cleaning up, the case of Mayor 
Duvall of Indianapolis presents several 


much-discussed points of interest. 

Duvall has been convicted of violation of 
the State corrupt practices act and has 
been sentenced to a term in jail and to 
pay a $1000 fine. In addition he has been 
deprived for four years of the right to hold 
public office. He can appeal his case, of 
course, and theoretically there is the possi- 
bility of a reversal of his sentence. But 
every consideration of propriety and de- 
cency demands that he resign the office of 
Mayor. Though the good-government ele- 
ments of Indianapolis have demanded that 
he resign, he still defies them. In addition 
he has appointed his wife City Comptroller 
in order that legally she may step into the 
mayoral office should he be forced to go 
to jail. 

The public prosecutor believes that Du- 
vall In the Mayor’s chair has no legal status. 
The latter’s lawyers take the opposite view. 
Complications are certain, and it seems im- 
possible for the city to escape grave injury 
in view of Duvall'’s defiant attitude.

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BOOTLEGGING IN HISTORY. 
From the Topeka Capital. 
| AVING gone back on prohibition and 
over to State dispensaries, as once tried 
out with unhappy results by South Caro- 
lina, in order to get rid of the bootlegger, 
Canada’s provinces have that perennial nul- 
sance with them still. Quebec was the first 
of the provinces to take over the dispensing 
of liquor. Manitoba followed, Government 
saloons or dispensarieS being open until 10 
p. m. Now it is complained that instead of 
going out of business the bootleggers stock 


‘up at the Government dispensaries before 
10 and keep open house themselveg after. 
A correspondent of the New York Times 
reports to that paper that to counter on the 
bootleggers the Government now offers to 
deliver booze by special messenger for a 
charge of 50 cents to resident or tourist per- 
mit holders after the closing hour of 19 
p. m. . But, says the correspondent, “hearty 
drinkers who have nof objected to the boot- 
legger’s service fee of a dollar or two on 
a bottle, have protested promptly against 
the delivery charge of 50 cents imposed by 
the commission (of the province).”’ 

The bootlegger is still with us, no matter 
what the legal] system. The Springfield Re- 
publican recalls the era of license in this 
country. In some liberal cities licenses were 
low and everybody could open a saloon. The 
ubiquity of saloons on street corners and 
between led many cities and states to go 
for “high license,” which restricted the pur- 
veyors.of liquor. But the Republican re- 
minds us that “there were ‘blind tigers’ and 
‘speak easies’ even in those days.” In pro- 
hibition states, as Kansas, they were known 
as “joints.” Pennsylvania enacted its high 
license Brooks law, and the term “speak 
éasies” was invented in that State.

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AIR PHOTOGRAPHY ON FARMS.

HE airplane has found still another use

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Gener- 
al reductions in the corporation 
rates will be sought by Chairman 
Green of the House Ways and 
Means Committee which will meet 
a week from today to begin draft- 
ing a new tax revision bill. 

The chairman, who returned to 
the Capital today to attend a meet- 
ing of the Joint Congressional Tax 
Committee, declined to say wheth- 
er he would support reduction in 
the corporation tax from 13% per 
cent to 11 or possibly 10 per cent, 
as advocated by Representative 
Garner of Texas, ranking Democrat 
On the committee. He also refused 
to comment on Garner's suggestion 
that a tax cut of between $400,- 
000,000 and $500,000,000 should be 
made. but said that a statement 
attributed to him favoring exempt- 
ing from the corporation tax all 
corporations with incomes not in 
excess Of $25,000, was eerroneous. 

Joint Meeting Scheduled.

Committee meetings will consider 
questions brought to the attention 
of Government tax experts during 
the summer.
